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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In the title, delete "Methods of forming circuitry" and, add - - Method of forming 
a capacitor with two diffusion barrier layers formed in the same step - - 

Delete the current abstract and add: 
- - The invention includes: forming a capacitor electrode over one region of a substrate; 
forming a capacitor dielectric layer proximate the electrode; forming a conductive 
diffusion barrier layer, the conductive diffusion barrier layer being between the electrode 
and the capacitor dielectric layer; forming a conductive plug over another region of the 
substrate, the conductive plug comprising a same material as the conductive diffusion 
barrier layer; and at least a portion of the conductive plug being formed simultaneously 
with the conductive diffusion barrier layer. - - 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests the method of forming a capacitor construction 
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over the memory array a pair of electrodes spaced apart by at least a dielectric layer 
and a first barrier layer, a second barrier layer over the conductively doped region and a 
metal layer over the second diffusion layer, the first and second barrier layers are 
formed in the sme step. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
